TO THE COMING BOOKSELLER. 


THE ambition of the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY is 
growing with its success. Now that it has the 
satisfaction of knowing that the booksellers 
read it, and that the publishers supply the read- 
ing, it imagines that every minister should con- 
sult it before composing his sermon, every 
physician before writing his prescription, every 
lawyer before drawing up his brief. An edi- 
torial in its last issue nearly claims as much. 
Not satisfied with this, it further claims that 
every bookseller’s clerk should have his own 
copy within his reach, and that he cannot find 
a better text-book for his calling among all the 
books that surround him or pass through his 
hands. Possibly this is overstating the case. 
But it is in accordance with the tendency of the 
age. If we want a hearing, we must talk loud ; 
if we want to impress a truth, we must begin 
with a half-truth ; if we want to sell a book for 
a dollar, it must be catalogued at $1.50. With 
these premises, due allowance may be made 
lor what follows. The PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, 
certainly is, for our young friends, a better 
weekly than the Vew York Weekly ; a better ga- 
zette than the Police Gazette ; a safer companion 
than “ Moths” and “ Nanas.” Perhaps not quite 
so fascinating, we admit. We should not precise- 
ly commend it for the seaside or for late hours, 
unless for the cure of insomnia. But let a clerk 
take a regular dose of it in the morning, and 
keep it up for a season, and if it will not clear 
his brains for business and open his eyes for 
sales, we hold, it will not be from lack of ma- 
terial in the WEEKLY. Don’t say that he has 
no time. The busiest, even during business 
hours, can snatch a few moments, and the 

usiest will find himself best rewarded by a 
‘horough Study of the WEEKLY. It will save 
iim many steps, many unnecessary questions, 
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many ‘‘ bad words,” and, above all, many sales 
to his employer. A prompt answer to the 
inquiring customer is the first chance for a sale ; 
a drawling “I don’t know,” “haven’t got it,” 
“ never heard of it,” is the sure loss of a sale, 
sometimes of a customer. Being posted by the 
WEEKLY means to be conversant with the fresh- 
est goods in the market, the ruling demands of 
the season, the forthcoming publishing ven- 
tures. He who looks ahead and reads to good 
purpose will certainly make a better show 
than the mechanical drudge at the packing- 
table or the languid swell by the show-window. 
He plainly commands—higher wages. And it 
shall not be made a reproach to us that we 
deprive our young friends of the golden chance 
by a prohibitory subscription price, for we will 
put it down to him as cheap as a nobby scarf- 
pin or an immaculate shirt-front. Every clerk 
who wishes to have his own copy of the WEEK- 
LY, and is not supplied with it by his employer, 
can hereafter subscribe for it at $2 per annum, 
or, if it will suit him better, at 50 cents per 
quarter—a fair equivalent to four packages of 
cigarettes. The only condition we ask is that 
his employer already be a regular subscriber. 
This extraordinary reduction has been under 
consideration for some time, but we have never 
felt quite sure whether we could afford it or 
not. We are not quite sure now; but the 
‘*boom” has touched our missionary spring 
and— 
‘** Alas—a nothing starts that spring, 


And lo, the sentimental thing 
At once commences’’— 


so we are bound totry it. Should the responses, 
as usual, fall short of our hopefulness, an- 
other world, possibly, may reward our good in- 
tentions. In the meanwhile we persuade our- 
selves that all we are doing toward the training 
of the ‘‘ coming man” must hurry on that mil- 
lennium of the book trade : when the author can 
choose his own publisher ; when the publisher 
will protect the bookseller ; when the book- 
seller sells the books, and the dry-goods dealer 
dry-goods ; when auctions will be for “ plugs” 
and ‘‘ remainders” ; when the price of a book 
and its value are one ; when clergymen expect 
no discount and ladies no bargain ; when every- 
body knows his business and minds it; when 
every one trusts every one and is not deceived ; 
in a word, when it pays to pay for trained 
help, and when it don’t—for cheap labor. That 
time, we believe, will be near when booksellers’ 
clerks will feel so thoroughly at home with the 
WEEKLY, that should its editor suddenly lay 
down his weary pen, any one of them could 
step in, take his place, and—do better. Then, 
truly, the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY will have ful- 
filled its mission!

of literary papers heretofore. No advertisements 
will be admitted, and no gratuitous specimen 
copies of books for notice accepted. The editors 
propose to duy the books they write about, and 
‘will try to tell readers of good books what 
they want to know, that is worth knowing, 
about books and about living literary workers.” 
The price is quite as astonishing as the scheme 
—50 cents a year—and itis hardly necessary to 
add that the paper emanates from “ The Liter- 
ary Revolution” headquarters, The American 
Book Exchange, Tribune Building, New York. 
TO BOOK PUBLISHERS. 

The above incendiary lines are floating about 
the country. If you have any mews worth know- 
ing, at any time, Good Literature will be glad to 
publish it and charge you nothing. As inti- 
mated above, you are not expected to supply 
gratuitous editorial copies of yourbooks. Good 
Literature will not be antagonistic to any pub- 
lishing house—in fact, the shrewdest publish- 
ers, as well as the booksellers, have come to rec- 
ognize the fact that the Literary Revolution is 
in their interest, as well as in the interest of the 
people.

of the Revolution. It is, the 
change of editors notwithstanding, quite in har- 
mony with the ‘ first thunder.” We place it on 
record, ‘‘ and charge you nothing.” We are in 
doubt only about one point, whether the edi- 
tors propose to éuy the books of the Literary 
Revolution, and whether the independence of 
the paper will, perhaps, admit—if not advertise- 
ments—manifestoes. 
necessary to add that the paper emanates from 
the ‘Literary Revolution’ headquarters,” then 
we really see nothing ‘‘astonishing” as to 
“price” or ‘‘scheme.” It would not astonish 
us next to hear of a dime-monthly and a pen- 
ny-quarterly. What zs “astonishing” is that 
the ‘‘ Revolution” minds such trifles and 
charges anything at all. Otherwise nothing is 
‘‘ astonishing” in a revolution, especially dur- 
ing its outbreak and rage. “ History repeats

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
THE BERNE CONFERENCE ON INTERNA TION- 
AL LAW, 

AT the third sitting of the International Law 
Association, held at Berne, August 28, the 
General Secretary read the report on copyright 
which had been drawn up by the secretary, ac- 
cording to the correspondent of the London 
Times, of the committee, Mr. C. H. E. Carmi- 
chael. The report principally dwelt upon the 
inadequate proposals made by the United 
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States Government, which failed to meet the re 

quirements of the British author and those of 
the publisher. After referring to the Juridica] 
Congress of the kingdom of Italy, about to be 
held at Turin, and the Brussels International 
Congress, the report concluded with a recom. 
mendation that the whole question be brought 
before the ensuing Conference of the Associa. 
tion, when it was hoped the negotiations be. 
tween Great Britain and the United States 
would be more advanced. A letter from the 
Hon. Mr. Jay, formerly United States Minis 
ter at Vienna, was then read, together with 4 
memorial which had been transmitted by the 
American Committee of this Association to the 
Hon. Mr. Evarts at Washington. The points 
made in this memorial were to the effect that a 
work intended to be entered for copyright in 
the author’s name in the United States should 
within three months after such registration of 
title be manufactured and published bya citizen 
of the country in which such registration has 
been made; the treaty between Great Britain 
and the United States, with one year’s notice of 
withdrawal, to continue in force for five years. 


FALL TRADE SALE. 


On Wednesday, the rsth, the regular fall 
trade sale was begun at g o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The attendance 'was larger than usual, 
the out-of-town buyers being especially well 
represented. Of these were entered, Hicks & 
Gamble, of Williamsport, Pa.; C. W. Sears, of 
Binghamton; Eaton, Lyon & Co., of Grand 
Rapids, Mich.; W. A. Houghton, of Sacra- 
mento, and Doxy & Co., of San Francisco, 
Cal.; E. P. Judd, of New Haven; Burrows 
Brothers, of Cleveland, O.; Jansen, McClurg & 
Co., F. H. Head, the Western News Company, 
and Sea & Company, of Chicago ; J. B. Lippin- 
cott & Co., of Philadelphia; Robert Clarke & 
Co., and W. O. Davie & Co., of Cincinnati; N. 
A. McClary, of Hanover, N. Y.; T. W. Durston 
& Co., of Syracuse, N. Y.; G. W. Baldwin, of 
Houston, Tex.; Wheeler & Osborn, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn.; Thorndyke Nourse, of Detroit, 
Mich.; and Mr. Lauriat D. Brinnie, Mr. Tick- 
nor, and De Wolfe, Fiske & Co., of Boston. 
The down-town buyers were present 7m corpore. 
The sale opened with Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co.’s invoice, 100 copies of Longfellow’s 
“Ultima Thule’ heading the list. This, 
together with the “ Stillwater Tragedy,” “ Un- 
discovered Country,” ‘‘Odd or Even?” and 
others of their later publications, were quickly 
taken at good prices. Throughout the day 
bidding was animated and the prices realized 
were on an average better than last year. A 
number of the poets in this first invoice were 
duplicated at the price fixed by the publishers. 
1750 copies of Tennyson’s works were offered 
and went quickly at good prices. The demand 
for Owen Meredith’s “ Lucile” was surprising, 
over 1500 copies finding buyers at fair prices. 
650 copies of Jean Ingelow’s poems, which were 
offered in this invoice, were disposed of in a 
few minutes, with a demand for more. 

James Miller’s invoice was sold in the even- 
ing at good prices, the bidding for Mrs. Brown- 
ing’s poems and Mayne Reid’s works being 
remarkably lively. 

Thursday morning was opened with the re- 
mainder of James Miller’s invoice—mostly }U- 
veniles—which fetched fair prices. 
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Porter and Coates’ invoice came next, and 
started off well with 200 sets of Dickens. Bid- 
ding was not so lively as on the previous day, 
but the prices realized were good. For many 
of the books there was a larger demand than 
could be satisfied. 

Peter G. Thomson followed Porter & Coates 
with a small invoice which was quickly dis- 
nosed of, after which R. Worthington’s in- 
voice was taken up. This being very large, 
took up the rest of the day and evening. Bid- 
ding in the evening was dull, and it required 
many sallies from the auctioneers to break the 
“drag” and bring up prices. On the whole, 
the prices were considered perfectly satisfac- 
tory by those offering the invoices. 


‘MORE TRUTH THAN POETRY.” 


THE Western Stationer and Printer states, in 
language that is plain and unmistakable, some 
wholesome truths. We, East, dare not say 
“kick,” but it is ‘‘a Christian duty” to report 
the truth, wherever or however we find it: 

“* Beating Down in Trade’ is the title of an 
article in this issue [see below] which all should 
read. If the coat fits, put it on; it is intended 
for you. Mean men sometimes make money, 
but we never knew a man, who did business on 
the beating down principle,to get rich. This 
class of men is a nuisance, a detestable nui- 
sance. There is no pleasure and no money in 
doing business with them. Sooner or later the 
dealer feels it a Christian duty to kick them out 
of his store. The ‘‘ cut-throat ”—for such is the 
proper name for this class of people—never 
reforms. He grows worse and worse with age. 
He grows more impudent and heartless the 
more concessions you make tohim. He almost 
always starts in on a bargain with: ‘ Well, you 
know / pay spot cash.” Just as though no one 
else did. His impudence is only equalled by 
his meanness. Our advice is to beware of a 
man who is constantly haggling over the price 
you make him. You took off a little of the 
regular honest price of your goods before when 
you sold him. He wants a little more off this 
time ; the next time he comes he will want a 
little more off. Beware of him! You had bet- 
ter kick him downstairs. It will be money in 
your pocket to pay the cost for assault and bat- 
tery rather than to do any business with such a 
customer. 

*“*BEATING DOWN IN TRADE. 

“*The manufacturers or merchants who suc- 
ceed in building up a stable business and in 
realizing the most profits, ask one fair price for 
each class of their goods, and firmly refuse to 
lower it. The customers who make the best 
bargains are willing to pay for an article what 
itis worth. These are truths which close and 
intelligent observation always confirms. Yet 
there are some manufacturers and merchants 
who, rather than lose a stubborn customer, will 
sell an article for almost what it cost ; and there 
are customers who invariably higgle for a lower 
price, even if goods are at first offered them at 
reasonable rates. The seller who begins to 
occasionally ‘‘ knock off a little” on regular 
prices, having shown himself vulnerable, will 
be continually tormented by cunning and mean 
Customers until he yields again and again, to 
the serious detriment of his business ; and only 
by a decisive return and a continuing adhesion 
to a one-price basis, can he recover his former 
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prestige. Buyers who invariably try to “ beat 
down” on prices wherever they may go to 
trade, although they can occasionally get a good 
thing cheap, only accomplish their purpose by 
showing that they have no self-respect; and, 
moreover, in most places which they enter, 
they expend their breath in vain; for care is 
taken that they never be given a single cent’s 
worth more than is their justdue. On the con- 
trary, reasonable customers, who do not com- 
plain of a fair price, will be the favored ones, 
and will frequently have thrown into their bar- 
gains certain little extras and conveniences, so 
that they will be sure of obtaining their full 
money’s worth. Justice, clear and simple, and 
business stability, require that goods and arti- 
cles of all kinds offered in regular sale be al- 
ways disposed of at their legitimate market 
value. Whoever succeeds, under such circum- 
stances, in getting anything for almost what it 
cost, knows that he is defrauding some one out 
of his just due, and the seller who yields to 
the imposition knows that he is sacrificing his 
own sacred rights, as well as strict business 
honor.—£x.’”
